U.S. provisional application number 60/266,071 names me as well as R. Blake Pepinsky, Paula 
Ann Boriack-Sjodin, Stephan S. Miller, and Anthony Rossomando as inventors. 



4. The subject matter of claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 10-12, 35-37, and 57-70 of the '853 application 
was invented solely by me. To the extent that U.S. provisional application number 60/266,071 
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discloses but does not claim the subject matter of any of these claims, I declare that such subject 
matter originated with me. 

5. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and 
that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States 
Code and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any 
patent issued thereon.
